Health  Services,  etc. 

A very  efficient  Nui'se  is  provided  by  a private 
Association  for  general  district  wirk,  exclusive  of  Midwifery. 

There  are  two  certified  Mi  Iwives  practising  in  the  town. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child 
WeTare  Centre,  a Sch  lol  Clinic,  and  a Tuberculosis  Clinic,  at 
its  premises  at  No.  30  HoliMyke. 

A modern  and  comfortable  maternity  home  has  recently 
been  built  by  the  County  Council  at  Scunthorpe. 

A wheeled  Ambulance  is  kept  at  Mr.  L.  Walker’s  in  High 
Street ; and  Mr.  A.  H.  Thompson  has  a closed  motor  van 
which  can  be  converted  into  an  ambulance  at  very  short  notice. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  Urban  District. 

Accomodation  for  Infectious  diseases  is  provided  by  the 
Lindse3'  C.C.  at  Brumby  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  Small-pox 
are  segregated  in  a hospital  in  the  parish  of  Osgodby. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  by  the  Count^^  Medical  Officer  at  Lincoln. 

A Red  Cross  supply  Depot  of  Nursing  Requisites  is  kept 
by  Mrs.  P.  Birtwhistle  at  Priestgate. 

The  Council  has'  not  yet  been  able  to  see  its  way  to 
provide  a public  swimming-bath. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  from  the  Waterworks  is  good,  and 
about  69%  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  connected  with  the 
mains.  The  rest  of  the  houses  are  supplied  by  pumps  and 
wells  which  yield  good  water. 


Sanitary  Administration. 

The  Council  employs  one  full-time  Surveyor  and 
Inspector,  and  one  Temporary  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  one 
part-time  Medical  Officer. 

The  Council  has  resolved  to  separate  the  offices  of 
Surve3mr  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  water-carriage  system  for  disposal  of  excreta  is  still 
being  extended. 

The  removal  of  nightsoil  and  ashes  is  carried  out  weekl}^ 

A Mortuary  is  provided,  and  post-mortem  examinations 
can  be  efficiently  carried  out  in  it. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  that 
most  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  repair  and  improve- 
ment of  Dwelling-Houses  has  been  done  without  the  serving 
of  Formal  notices.

New  Appointment.  A full-time  Sanitar}'  Inspector  has 
been  appointed  at  a salary  of  £208  per  annum,  to  commence 
duties  on  the  18th  January,  1937. 

Sec.  19.  Housing  Act,  1930.  Statutory  notices  during 
1936  resulted  in  owners  or  lessees  signing  undertakings  to 
render  fit  34  premises.  During  the  year  25  premises  were 
rendered  fit  in  pursuance  of  the^e  undertakings  or  of  those  of 
previous  years. 

Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  1925.  The  first 
survey  was  completed  and  the  second  surve}'  commenced  in 
the  period  under  review. 

Housing  Act,  1935.  The  survey  was  completed  and  the 
return  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  within  the  statutory 
period.  43  Houses  were  found  to  be  overcrowded  but  in  12 
cases  alternative  accommodation  has  been  found  b3^  the  occupier 
for  the  whole  or  part  of  the  family. 

To  abate  the  overcrowding  in  the  31  outstanding  cases  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  provide  houses  with  the 
following  sleeping  accommodation^ —

The  Council’s  subsidy  scheme  has 
greatly  accelerated  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water- 
closets,  and  44  were  completed  during  the  year.
